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SUBJECT  I  ORLL  for  Period  Chdlng  31  January  1970,  RCS  CSFOR-65  (R2)  (U) 

i.  (C)  Intelligence  and  Security » 

(1)  Throughout  this  period  weekly  Intelligence  briefings  were  pre¬ 
sent^  to  the  Battalion  Conreander  and  staff.  In  addition,  periodic  Intel¬ 
ligence  briefings  were  presented  to  subordinate  units.  Intelligence  Infor¬ 
mation  was  gathered  from  II  Field  Force,  Ist  Cavalry  Division  (Aimobile), 
1st  Infantry  Division,  25th  Infantry  Division,  1st  Aviation  Brigade,  12th 
Aviation  Group  (Combat)  and  the  23d  Artillory  Group.  These  sources  pro¬ 
vided  inlolligonce  coverage  for  the  entire  11th  Aviation  Battalion  (Com¬ 
bat)  area  of  operations. 

(2)  The  12th  Aviation  Group  (Combat)  program  to  provide  current 
intolllgonco  information  to  all  Group  aviators,  for  operation  and  mission 
planning,  was  Imploraontod  by  tho  11th  Aviation  Battolicm  (Combat)  on  13 
Docorabor  1969.  Ehomy  information  resulting  from  Infrared,  “Sniffer”  arid 
other  intolllgonco  reports,  is  updated  at  24  hour  intervals.  This  infor¬ 
mation,  rocoivod  by  tho  llth  Aviation  Battalion  (Combat)  and  passed  by 
daily  courier  to  tho  companies,  is  posted  on  tho  units  situation  maps 
for  easy  pilot  reference.  Data  is  kept  posted  for  72  hours  and  removed. 

(3)  Security.  Previously  established  security  measures  for  the 
defense  of  Battalion  aviation  assets  wore  improved  throughout  this  period. 
Significant  improvements  include  1 

(a)  The  addition  of  11-72  lAW  anti-tank  weapons  along  tho  bunker  line. 

(b)  Utilizing  sector  guards  to  conduct  daily  patrols  outside  the 
Phu  Loi  perimeter. 

(c)  Repositioning  claymore  mines  and  trip  flares  nightly. 

(d)  Random  emplacement  and  operation  of  portable  maintenance  lights 
(FSNi  6320-877“9172)  along  tho  unllghted  portion  of  tho  aircraft  policing 

area. 

J •  (C )  Plans,  Operations  and  Training. 

(1)  Plans.  All  llth  Aviation  Battalion  (Combat)  OPLANS  romalnod  in 
effect, 

(2)  Operations. 

(a)  Tho  llth  Aviation  Battalion  (Combat)  supported  tho  following 
major  tactical  units  1  II  Field  Force,  III  ARVN  Corps,  1st  Infantry  Divi¬ 
sion,  5th  ARVN  Division,  1st  Australian  Task  Force,  Royal  Thai  Amy

Volunteer  Force  (RTAVF),  Bien  Hoa  Tactical  Area  Command  (BTAC),  Capital

(b)  Operation  loan  Thang  (Complete  Victory)  Phase  IV  initiated  on 
1  November  1969,  continued  throughout  this  period.  In  support  of  the 
operation  the  llth  Aviation  Battalion  transported  175,072  passengers  and 
46,239  tons  of  cargo  while  flying  77,299  sorties  in  23,669  flying  hours 
(See  Inclosuro  4).  liisslon  results  for  this  period  aro  found  at  Inclo- 
sure  4,  Asuminitlon  expondituros  by  type  and  amount  are  found  at  Inclo** 
sure  5* 

(e)  Throughout  this  period  airmobile  combat  assaults  (CA),  tactical 
extractions  and  direct  combat  support  (DCS)  missions  were  conducted  dally 
by  the  Battalion.  Two  battalion  assaults,  involving  two  assault  heli¬ 
copter  companies,  wore  conducted  during  this  period. 

(d)  The  llth  Aviation  Battalion  (Combat)  continued  primary  support 
to  t)M  Ist  Infantry  Division  throughout  this  period.  A  substantial 
Increase  in  support  for  the  5th  ARVN  Division  was  also  experienced.  The 
Battalions  two  assault  support  helicopter  companies  continued  to  provide 
general  and  direct  combat  support  to  all  major  units  in  the  III  Corps 
Tactical  Zone. 

(e)  The  llth  Aviation  Battalion  (Combat)  was  assigned  23  helibucket 
missions  (CH-47  ’’Chinooks*'  equipped  with  two  350  gallon  buckets),  Seven 

of  these  i^sslons,  or  30  percent  were  canceled  prior  to  the  aircraft  arriv¬ 
ing  on  station.  The  remaining  16  missions  were  corapleted  successfully. 

A  total  of  121  sorties  wore  flown  and  resulted  in  84,700  gallons  of  water 
being  dispensed  on  various  type  fires  during  tills  period.  Helibucket 
operations  are  discussed  in  paragraph  2  c  (2). 

(3)  Training. 

(a)  IXiring  this  period  121  personnel  (77  percent  of  those  eligible) 
completed  Vietnam  in-country  training  required  by  USARV  Regulation  350-1. 
Training  cotxlucted  by  the  1st  Infantry  Division  Training  Center  at  Di  An 
terminated  on  19  January  1970,  due  to  preparation  for  redeployment.  Future 
in-country  training  assistance  will  be  provided  by  the  llth  Armored  Cav¬ 
alry  Regiment. 

(b)  The  llth  Aviation  Battalion  (Combat)  Pathfinder  Detachment  assisted 
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SUDJECTi  ORLL  for  Period  Ehdlng  31  January  1970,  ACS  CSFOR-65  (R2)  (U) 

Battalion  labile  Training  Teams  (IlTTa)  in  conduoting  18  olaseea  for 
infantry  and  artillery  units.  Instruction  enoompassed  correct  procedures 
for  rigging  external  loads,  maintenance  of  rigging  equipment,  aircraft 
capabilities,  LZ/PZ  requirements  and  proper  aircraft  utilisation. 

(c)  Additional  impetus  to  provide  ARVN  training  in  proper  utilisa¬ 
tion  of  airmobile  assets  result^  in  the  11th  Aviation  Battalion  (Combat) 
conducting  11  airmobile  training  classes  for  ABV‘]  units. 

(d)  The  Battalion  received  two  allocations  for  the  Jungle  Ehvlron- 
ment  Survival  Training  School  (JEST)  and  at  present,  has  three  school- 
trained  escape  and  evasion  officers. 

(e)  The  11th  Aviation  Battalion  (Combat)  experienced  an  overall 
decrease  in  allocations  for  Arn\y  Aviation  Refresher  Training  Sohool 
(AARTS)  courses.  An  increase  of  three  allocations  in  the  T-55‘’b-7  &)gine 
Repairman  Course  and  allocations  to  the  AH-IG/UB-IC  Airframe  Repair  and 
the  Sfilisted  Armament  Repair  Courses  were  provided.

(g)  Ourlnc  the  period  1-31  Jenuary  1970,  the  11th  Ariation  Bat¬ 
talion  (Combat;  conducted  a  comprehensire  H-I6  training  program  provid¬ 
ing  883  personnel  four  hours  of  nechnioal  training  and  four  hours  of 
range  firing  for  fanlllzrieatlon  and  serolng, 

(h)  Individual  aviator  and  unit  night  flight  training  was  conducted 
throughout  this  period.  An  instrument  training  program  was  Initiated 
which  incorporates  nonproductive  to/fron  flight  hours.  Ehqphasis  was 
placed  on  upgrading  pilot  porforraanoe  through  effective  training. 

k.  (C)  Louis tics. 

(1)  During  this  period  M-I6AI  rifles  were  issued  to  units  of  the 
llth  Aviation  Battalion  (Combat).  At  present  the  Battalion  has  879 
M-I6AI  rifles  on  hand,  82  short  of  authorized  total. 

(2)  All  sizes  of  Nonex  Flight  Suits  are  in  short  supply. 

l.  (C)  Signal.  The  Battalion  continued  to  l:jprove  its  coimunicatlons 
security  program  throughout  the  period.  AH  battalion  aircraft  have  been 
retrofitted  with  ZX5/ZIR  modifications.  Classes  in  conrunications  security 
and  the  NESTOR  program  were  conducted  for  aviators,  and  unit  COISBC  and 
avionics  personnel. 

n.  (C)  Maintenance. 

(1)  For  all  units  of  the  Battalion,  the  average  aircraft  density  was 
15  UH-IB/C,  each  operating  an  average  of  65*7  flying  hours  per  month,  46 
UH-ID/H  aircraft,  obtaining  an  average  101.3  hours  each  and  2Z  CH-47A/C 
aircraft  averaging  70.3  hours  per  month  (See  Inolosure  6).  Sight  UH-1 
aircraft  were  tumed-ln,  14  replacements  were  received.  The  assault  sup¬ 
port  helicopter  companies  tumed-ln  throe  CH-47  helicopters  and  received 
five  roplacononts. 

(2)  Based  on  MTOE  authorization  at  the  dose  of  the  reporting  period, 
the  llth  Aviation  Battalion  (Combat)  was  short  one  UH-IB/C  and  four  UH-IO/H 
aircraft.  The  213th  Aviation  Company  (Assault  Support  Hellcoptor)  operated 
with  14  CH-47C  aircraft,  one  short  due  to  a  major  accident  during  a  pre¬ 
vious  quarter,  and  one  due  to  full  ‘*C”  conversion.  The  205th  Aviation 
Company  (Assault  Support  Helicopter)  has  assigned  18  CH-47s. 

(3)  A  shortage  of  qualified  Technical  Inspectors  HOS  67W^  for  UH-1 
and  CH*47  aircraft  continued  to  present  a  problem.  liA.th  a  coad)ined  total 
of  17  authorized  and  only  five  assigned  within  the  Battalion,  the  work 

of  the  Technical  Inspector  was  plao^  increasingly  upon  the  Oh-The-Job 
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training  personnel  and  maintenance  supervisors.  With  the  expected  rota¬ 
tional  loss  and  predicted  Input  of  67W408  the  problem  will  become  more 
critical  during  the  next  reporting  period, 

n.  (0)  Aviation  Safety.  Che  major  accident,  three  incidents,  six 
forced  landings,  an<^  precautionary  landings  resulted  in  a  cumulative 
accident  rate  of  4,2  per  100,000  flying  hours.  This  is  a  reduction  of 
20.3  from  tho  last  period.  The  only  major  accident  was  caused  by  material 
failure.  One  incJvient  was  caused  by  matorial  f’iluro,  two  were  attributed 
to  pilot  error.  Matorial  failure  was  the  major  contributing  factor  in 
all  forced  and  precautionary  landings. 

0.  (U)  Medical. 

(1)  Tho  11th  Aviation  Battalion  (Combat)  Dispensary  provided  support 
for  a  patlont  population  of  over  3,150  personnel  throughout  tho  period. 
This  support  included  tho  Jd  Brigade  82d  Airborne  Division,  when  thoir  mod 
ical  f^cilitlos  closud  throe  wooks  prior  to  rodoploymont,  and  tho  1st 
Aviation  Battalion,  duo  to  non-availability  of  a  qualified  flight  surgeon. 
Medical  treatment  was  provided  for  1,739  military  personnel  at  tho  Bat¬ 
talion’s  medical  facility.  In  addition,  55^  Viotnanioso  civilians  wore 
troatod  although  the  Battalion  doos  not  participate  in  a  MEUCAP  program, 

(2)  Cho  case  of  malaria  was  reported  during  this  porlod.  Thero  were 
no  incidents  of  serious  dlsoaso.  Throe  injuries  were  incurred  from 
hostllo  fire  and  no  deaths  occured  among  Battalion  personnel, 

(3)  The  Battalion  Flight  Surgeon  perfomod  148  flight  physicals 
rosulting  in  a  saving  of  2,300  man-hours  which  would  havo  boon  expended 
transporting  aviation  parsonnel  to  Long  Binh  for  flight  physicals. 

p.  (J)  Religious  and  Personal  Services,  Inclosuro  7  roflocts  a  sum¬ 
mary  of  roligious  activities  during  this  period, 

q,  (0)  Civic  Actions, 

(1)  The  11th  Aviation  Battalion  (Combat)  supported  three  civilian 
institutes  within  the  Binh  Duong  Province  during  this  quarter, 

(a)  The  128th  Aviation  Company  (Assault  Kslicoptor)  and  Headquarters 
and  Headquarters  Company,  11th  Aviation  Battalion  (Combat)  supported  the 
Lai  TUieu  Deaf  Ifutes  by  donating  educational  materials  (text  books,  paper, 
colored  pencils,  crayons,  chalk),  soiling  materials,  and  a  limited  amount 
of  money.

(c)  Tho  173d  Aviation  Company  (Assault  Helicopter)  continued  its  sup¬ 
port  of  the  lAi  Khe  Ellopiuntary  School. 

(2)  Significant  progress  has  boon  made  toward  ultimate  turnover  of 
solf-holp  projects  to  Vietnamoso  agencies.  A  Donor  Deposit  Fund  was  ostab- 
lishod  to  provido  financial  assistanco  to  various  Vietnamoso  civic  action 
programs.  While  no  Important  intelligence  data  has  boon  gathorod  as  a 
result  of  civic  action,  the  11th  Aviation  Battalion  (Combat)  is  continuing 
effort  in  this  direction.

51  confirmed  enony 
KIAs  resulted  from  11th  Aviation  Battalion  (Comb't)  iUghthaidc  aircraft 
operations. 

(b)  EVAUIATK^t  Tho  iiighthawk  aircraft  is  equipped  with  a  M-13^ 
automatic  gun,  an  AN/V5S-3  Xbai  light  and  a  night  observation  device  (NOD)- 
which  utilises  available  light,  (Soa  Figaro  1-1  )t  The  IJightha’.dc  aircraft  is 
normally  accompanied  by  a  UH-ID/H  chaso  aircraft  which  acts  as  a  vector 

and  rescue  ship,  Tho  Wifjhthaidt  aircraft  flys  blackod-out  at  an  altitude 
of  ^“C0-600  feat  AGL  and  utilises  its  AN/VSS-3  Xowi  infrared  capability  to 
aiifTT.ent  the  night  observation  device.

This  ciission  was  severely  hampered  due 
to  lack  of  repair  parts  for  the  three  helibuckets  maintained  by  the  Bat¬ 
talion. 


2  Helibuckets  consist  of  two  350  gallon  reeepticals  fastened  to  an 
X-frame  mount,  (See  Fi^re  2-1  )*  The  helibuckets  are  carried  as  an 
external  load  by  a  CH-47  Chinook  helicopter  and  aro  filled  by  immersing 
into  any  water  source  with  a  depth  of  at  least  six  feot.  A  ‘'Trap-Door'’ 
typo  device  is  utilized  to  release  water  over  the  target  aroa.  The  door 
can  be  hydraulically  or  electrically  operated.  Age  and  usage^  requires 
that  extensive  raaintenanoe  be  performed  to  maintain  at  least  one  set  of 
operational  helibuckets.  This  maintenance  is  performed  at  the  unit  level. 
No  direct  support  maintenance  is  available. 


2  There  are  no  published  technical  manuals  governing  either  operation 
or  maintenance  of  tho  helibuckets.  Repair  parts  are  not  available 
through  normal  rosupply  channels. 

4  All  maintenance  has  boon  conducted  on  a  trial  and  error  basis  and 
limitod  replacement  parts  have  boon  acquired  through  canniblalzation  of  one 
non-ropairablo  holibucket  or  local  fabrication.

The  aircraft  hit  the  ground 
with  a  high  rate  of  descant,  causing  the  rotor  to  flex  down  and  hit  the 
fuselage,  resulting  In  major  structural  damage. 

(b)  EVALUATIONS 

Roloase  of  the  load  %ias  atton^tod  by  moans  of  the  oargo  release  but¬ 
ton  on  tho  flight  onglnoor*s  wlnch/holst  control  grip.  This  method  of  ro- 
leaso  does  not  open  tho  hook  to  its  f\illost  extent.  Since  tho  aircraft  had 
forward  spood,  tho  load  croatod  friction  botwocxi  tho  hook  and  tho  nylon 
donut  and  oausod  the  load  to  be  slow  In  falling  from  tho  hook. 

2  Tho  manual  method  of  cargo  reloaso,  utilising  the  D-handlo,  was  not 
attempted.  This  Is  the  only  method  of  roloase  which  opens  tho  hook  to  Its 
fullest  extent.  Tho  D-handlo  manual  release  Is  located  on  top  of  tho  hook 
forward  of  tho  sway  beam  on  wtiich  tho  cargo  hook  rides.  Tho  nomal  position 
of  tlv}  crew  mombor  monitoring  tho  load  is  to  tho  roar  of  tho  cargo  hatch. 

In  tl'As  position  tho  crow  mernbor  Is  not  ablo  to  roach  tho  D-handlo,  with¬ 
out  re-positioning  hinsulf. 

2  TH  55”i520-209“10  lists  tho  oloctro-pncuraatic  cargo  release  as  an 
ore-agency  reloaso  when  in  fact  it  is  an  alt-jmato  i.iothod  and  not  ruoant  to 
bo  usod  in  all  omorgeney  situations. 

4  PMcedures  for  normal  roloaso  of  oxtomal  loads  arc  not  standard 
throughout  RVII,  In  somo  casos  load  reloaso  is  accomplishod  by  tho  pilots 
and  in  others  by  a  crow  mombor  who  is  monitoring  tho  load  in  tho  roar  of 
the  aircraft.  Procedures  for  omorgeney  roloaso,  and  knowledge  of  methods 
available  also  vary  In  each  unit. 
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(c)  RlSCOiui/UaiTlOWS:

1.  This  headquarters  has  reviewed  and  concurs  with  subject  report  as  in¬ 
dorsed. 

2.  The  following  comments  are  considered  pertinent! 

a.  Paragraph  lk(2),  page  8,  states  that  all  sizes  of  NOME!  flight 
suits  are  in  short  supply.  This  headquarters  has  determined  that  there 
are  only  sufficient  quantities  of  NOMEX  flight  suits  for  2  sets  per  crew 
member.  Subordinate  units  are  being  advised  to  stress  close  coordination 
between  supply  personnel  at  company  and  battalion  level  to  alleviate  the 
size  problem.  Recent  approval  has  been  obtained  to  issue  four  sets  of 
NOMEX  flight  suits  to  each  aircrew  member.  When  available,  additional 
NOMEX  flight  suits  will  be  Issued  to  all  Brigade  units. 

b.  Paragraph  lm(3)(  page  8,  addresses  the  problem  of  the  shortage  of 
Technical  InsMctors.  USARV  percentage  of  fill  is  62;e.  12th  Aviation 
Group  (Oombat)  is  66.7j(  of  fill.  This  headquarters  is  advising  subordinate 
units  to  redistribute  Technical  Inspector  assets  to  achieve  a  fair  share 

in  each  battalion  and  compaty. 

0.  Paragraph  2c  (1),  page  12,  reconnends  that  one  Nlghthawk  system  be 
authorised  per  Assault  Helicopter  Company.  Although  the  present  availabil¬ 
ity  of  the  Nlghthawk  system  Is  llsdted,  its  combat  proven  effectiveness 
is  most  significant  in  view  of  the  intensive  efforts  being  made  to  develop 
effective  night  observation  devices  and  weapons  systems.  This  headquarters 
recommends  that  two  Nlghthawk  systems  be  authorized  per  Assault  Helicopter 
Company  at  such  time  as  the  system  became  available  in  sufficient  quanti¬ 
ties  to  support  such  a  basis  of  Issue. 

d.  Paragraph  2c(2),  page  12,  addresses  the  problem  of  maintaining 
hellbuekets  used  by  CH^7*s  to  fight  fires.  This  headquarters  concurs 
with  the  recommendations  and  will  request  through  U5ARV  that  action  be 
taken  at  DA  level  to  provide  spare  parts  and  technical  manuals  for  the 
helibucket  system.
